Z. S. Smith, general manager of 
the Pocahontas County Fair, address¬ 
ed the Bureau, In tlie Interest of Lite 
Fair, and asked that every farmer of 
the county get behind the proposition 
and help make It the best fair In the 
Slate. The Fair is now being Incor¬ 
porated. The capital stock will be 
925,0«0. and the shares will sell for 
#10 each. As much as possible of 
this stock will be placed with farmers 
as it is purely an agricultural propo¬ 
sition. Suitable grounds can be se¬ 
cured, and tlie State Agricultural 
Department will under write a liber¬ 
al premium list. The Marilnton 
Hoard of Trade contribute buildings 
and equipment which cost #1500 It 
Is possible that tlie state will have 
an exhibit of products from every 
county in the Slate at the Fair next 
fall. All fn all the prospects are 
bright for County Fair If tiie farmers 
of Pocahontas will cooperate by buy¬ 
ing stock and bringing exhibits.

Beginning January I, County As¬ 
sessor George Auldrbige will collect 
a capitation tax of #2 from every 
male inhabitant above tlie age of 21 
years, except paupers and those of 
unsound mind. One <dollar goes to 
tlie state school fund and one dollar 
to tlie county road fund. Hereto¬ 
fore the capitation lax of one dollar 
went to the district road fund, and 
residents of Incorporated towus were 
exempt from paying this tax. Now 
every man in the county pays this 
tax The assessors year begins Jan¬ 
uary 1, Instead of April 1, -s hereto¬
